king the trouble to reflect how nnlikely It Is that
a tredaty which was objected to in Aerica as too
favorabie to the Chinese would be rejected by the
favored ps rty ; and how impolltie it would be for the
Chinene Governmoent, by repudiating the first net of
thelr Envoys, to cut the ground from under their
feet and defeat the objects of thelr mission.

On reaching this capital 1 took pains to ascertain
the views of the Government on this subject, call-
Ing at the Forelgn Oifce in Company with Dr. Wil-
Hamy, our Charge CAMaires,  Four of the five Minis.
Lers were present, and they expressed a degree of
surprise, amounting almost to consternation, on
learning that such a report had gained cureency.
“I4 1t probable,” kald Wensiang, the President of the
Coundcll, *“that we would reject a treaty that was
ne;nl.lafed for our special advantage?” Ile was
anxions to know what could he the origin of the
rumor, and on being told it was probably founded on
their despafon to our Iate Minister, Mr, Browne, on
the of ratifications, he produced s copy of
that despateh, and while we read the document for
ourselyes he favored us with hidx somments. “You
see,” sald he, “that this merely defers the ratifica-
tion-—it does not decline it, No time or place 18 xed
in the tresty for the exchange, and as our Mission
has not completed their work, we preforred to walt
untll we ghould have the results of thelr negotiations
with other countries, and comparing them with cach
other, consider and dispose of the whole subject at
one time.”

AS to the Mission itself, the Ministers expressed
thelr confidence In Mr. Burllngame a8 aushaken,
while they gave utterance to sentiments of mortil-
eation and disappointment at the opposition thelr
Mission had been obllged to encounter, “This move-
ment,"” andd “‘t:nsunul.z. “lg an adoption on ouar part
of Western usages, Hitherto Ching has never sent
such an Embuasay ; and in sending this one, we ox-
pected that it would find an open rowl and & smooth
path; but ou the coutrary, everybody Secims in-
olined to throw snares and pitfalls o 18 wWay,
I, he continued, “we had had o native of saficlent
experience, we should have placed him  at
the head of It,  But having ne native of suitable
gualiications, we chose for that position & forelgnoer
of well-known character and abilities, The otoer
foreign Minlsters seemed pleased with the appolnt-
ment, but now they scem to wiah for nothing so
much a8 the defeat of his understanding.”  He re-

We have also commissioned Chih Kang and Sun
Ohlaku, high oMcers with the honorary rank of the
second grade, to accompany Mr, Burlingame to
Eogland, where Mr, Burlingame, with the two s0
appointed, will act as our High Minlster Extraordl-

Mr. Richardson's condition last
tremely critteal, and there was very Hittle probubility
of his Hving many hours unless @ specidy change for
the bLetter ocenrred, D Sayre, Holeombe, and
Swan were in attendance thronghout the qauy, wid
were upnremitting in thelr attentions, a8 was also
Dr. Carter, of Ponghkeepsie, who has scarcoely been
out of the patient’s sight for four days, wl wos
agaln to e the only physiclan on duty Inst night,

While folly sppreciating the valuable sorvices of
the other medical gentlewen, Mr. Richardson scems
1o place specinl confildence in Dr, Carter, and rather
jocularly remarked yesterday that he was rowing in
Dr, Carters houte  In spite of the most asslduans
care the patient's strength Is slowly bhot too surely
fulling. Injections of strong beel tea and brandy ave
constantly administered, The experiment hns also
been made of giving the patient a little beel tea to
drink, and at midunight the stomach had actually
reétalned o tenspoonfal for twenty minutes, the
lopgest period anything has stayed there sloce
Thursday evenlng.

Thls fact, though not in itself of much [mport-
ance, 8, a8 far as it goes, encouraging. Small por-
tous of ten were Lo be given in this way during the
night, and it was hoped that the experiment wounld
prove beneficial.  Early this morning, however,
there appeared to be no linprovement in Mr, Hich-
ardson’s condition, s pulse was 145 and very
weak, e was nervons and rostless, and his ilod at
thimes rambled, though generally he wis entirely
Tucia and self-possessed.

THE MARRIAGE IN THE SICK-ROOM,

The unfavorable symptoms #¢1 in about 11 o'clock
yoesterday forenoon, and early In tne foreaoon his
physiciians thought It desirable that the wishes ex-
pressed by both Mr, Hichardson and Mrd, Sage, anid
by their relatives awd friends, for their marcinge,
fhould be no longer opposed, though heretofore, in
view of the necessity of Keeping the saiferer per-
fectly quiet, they thought it best that the cercimony
ghould be postponed. The HRev. 11, W. Beecher—
who had promised on  Momday evening to
hold  hlmsell o readiness, when  called upon,
to perform the service—was accordiogly sent
for, and Treached  the  Astor  IHouse  be-
tween B oand 6, in company with the Rev, N, M.
Field, 1. D, nmi the Rev, O, B, Frothinghan.

Among those pregent were Mr. Junius Henrl
Browne, the companton of Mr, Richardson duaring
his captivity In the rebel prigon at Sallsbury ; Colonel
Thomas W, Knox, his old and Intimstedeicnd; the
Rev. Henry M, Fleld, who stood at the side of Mr,
Becceher daring the ceremony; Mr. W. T. Blake, ol
Boston, & cousin of the dying bridegroom;
. A, Runkle; Mr, Charles A, Richardson, of Boston,
the brother of the dying man; Thomas B, Holder;
Doctors Holeomb, Carter, and Sayre; Mrs. Locla G.
Cathoun, Mrs, Thomas B, Holder, Miss LIy Gilbert,
and Mrs, Sage, the mother of Mra, McFarland, A
messenger was sent to Jersey Clty for the son of Mr.,
Richardson, but he did not arrive in time to witness
the marringe ceremony.

The physiclons wore also in walting, and after Mr,
Richardson lind been made a8 preseniable and comn-
fortuble as clreumstances would permil, the clergy-
men were admitted 1o the siek chamberanil stoml by
the bedside of the suferer, while Mrs, Sage sat near,
clasping the right hand of the patient, and the
friends and relatives stood at the door amd aronnd
the bk The marriage serviee then followed,

NEw Yomrg, Nov. 00.—His Excellency John W,
Geary, Governor of the State of Pennsylvanin—My
Dear Sirs—1 commend to your most earnest consi-
deration the encloged letter from Professors Dore-
mus and Horsford in relation to the testitnony which
is said to have warranted the convietion of Dr,
sSchoeppe for the erime of murder,

The gentlemen who slgnt this letter have no supe-
riors n thely profession as chemists, They have
exumined the evidence upon which the conviction
was based, simply from a sclentitic polnt of view,
and without any interest in the casge other than such
as {6 creditnbile to thelr humanity, and to their re-
gard for sclentifi¢ truth. Our German friends in
this eity all tnke a decp interest in this matter, and
they desire that there should be conveyed to you an
expreasion, from sclentific persous in this city, of
their judgnient as to the weight Lo be given to the
testimony opon which conviction was hased,

periments upon his opinlon  wis  based,  These
experiments were comnducted tn such a way that thoy
wonld have givenjevidence of the presence of prossic
seld In any ordinary healthy stomneh,

The first step in the examinationthat of treating the
stomuach with sunlphurie acid, preciaded the possibiliny
of determintng whether the faiot traces of prinssic
acid claimed to have been discovered exisund in the
stomuch as such, or resulted rom the action of the
sulphurie acld on the nervous falds which must
have Hned the Interior of that organ,

In view of these conslderations, in the Interest of
felentite truth, and in the intercst of o wise admin-
Istration of justice, we have thought 1t oor daty,
though personally unacquainted with Dr. Schoeppe,
to express to you this our opinion that the evidenoce
of the presence of prussic nold, a8 such, io the sto-
much, upon which he was u.-ljuc{geni gailty, 18 insuf-
fielent to sustain his conviction,
